Party Fights in South Carolina.

CHARLESTON, 8. C., August 15.—Politics here 
is assuming a queer turn. Some time ago it 
was openly charged by people in Upper Caro- 
lina thatthe Democratic party was dominated 
by the Protestant Episcopal Church and that 
none but Episcopalians were eligible to the 
office of Governor. A sensation was caused 
yesterday by the publication of an open letter 
from Col. Jack Cunningham, one of the sur- 
vivors of the ancient ante-bellum regime, 
charging all the woes of the city and State on 
Pope Leo MIII. Cunningham is one of the old 
Bourbons. In his palmy days he was editor of 
the Evening News of this city and a leader of 
the old-time Bourbons. After the war he 
became a spiritualist and has lived in his 
shell. His letter contained many strange 
statements and has created a sensation hardly 
equaled since the earthquake. He charges 
the Democratic party with hiring Irish citl- 
zens to do ite dirty work, and adds that the 
Pope claims the right to rule all mankind in 
all the various relations of life. 

It is known, says the writer, that the 
free schools have been antagonized and de- 
nounced by the Romanist sectarians in our 
midst as ‘schools of hell;’ that the simple im- 

arting of knowledge in the schools and col- 
eges of our country is a crime against the 
Roman papacy, although it would a crime 
aguinst the God of the Universe not to reason 


and not tofearn.’’ 
He also charges that the Pope has, through 


his Cardinal at Baltimore, issued dictum 
ofthe Reman Catholic Church C oration 
against the system of American free educa- 


tion, and its mandate to its missions is that

Mr. SaRGEAnt has found 
in his own business that high cost Ameri- 
can labor, owing to its superior effective- 
ness and to the appliances and methods 
used, isin fact the cheapest labor in the 
world. He says that the articles in which 
the cost is mainly for workmanship 
and least for materials are the very ones 
which can be exported from this country 
and sold in England at a profit, while 
those in which the workmanship is the 
least element of cost are the ones with 
which England undersells us in the mar- 
kets of the world and even in our own, in 
spite of tariff barriers. The real and 
only advantage England has over us is in 
the cheap raw material free trade gives 
her, not in the low price of labor, and 
with raw material cheapened by the re- 
movalof tariff taxes he contends that 
both in textiles and in manufactured 
metals the American manufacturer can 
pay even higher wages than at present 
and profitably compete with England in 
America or abroad.

HERE have
